jt is an old Christian custom to have holidays on the feasts 

of great saints. Those in honor of the Blessed Virgin, 
St. Joseph and All Saints are some of them. It is also an 
eld custom for people to celebrate the anniversary of the 
saint whose name they bear instead of their birthday. For 
example: although a boy may have been born on the 16th 
of October, if he is named Anthony he will get présents on 
the 13th of June, the feast of St. Anthony. If a girl is called 
Mary she can take her pick between the 15th of August 
or the 8th of December, or 
even the 25th of March, 
the feast of the Annuncia- 
tion. 

The only drawhack is 
that a birthday is com- 
pletely ignored. I do not 
think that is such a good 
idea so I have a suggestion 
to make. Why not cele- 
brate the birthday and the 
saint's day too? Some 
people do not seem to be 
able to remember when 
you were born and it is a 
litth embarrasing to have 
to come right out and re- 
mind them of it. They 
would have no excuse for 
forgetting a name-day. 
They ought te have a 
Catholic calendar on their 
wall to keep up with the festivals of the Church. 

When ladies get older they sometimes want to shut 
the thought of birthdays out of their minds. That is all 
right as far as they themselwes are concerned but they do 
not have to exclude others who are not so aged. A girl does 
not mind at all if her maiden aunt grows no older but she 
wants to be fourteen as soon as she can in order to have 
these high heels daddy promised her. If she happens to be 
bern in December but named Rita she could get them in 
May instead of having te wait until almost Christmas. 

Then, too, if the birthday and name-day were far 
enough apart you could probably get presents on both 
occasions. There is a good chance that you could convince 
your parents that you had been practically neglected the 
last time and they should make up for it now. 

You must always remember, however, that saints’ days 
are celebrated because your namesake is looking out for 
you in heaven.
